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CONGRESS WILL TACKLE 
MANY BIG PROBLEMS 

Do you know what your. con- 
contemplates doing when 
it opens December 7? 

Well we didn’t either. 

Study the following. and you'll 
get a good idea of what is 
occupying the national mind at 
the present, time. 

Congress is expected to take 
swift action on two major prob- 
lems—tax reduction and legisla- 
tion to meet the coal emergency 


—which will confront it when 
it assembles on December 7. 

The Coolidge administration! 
will throw its full strength be- 
hind these meastires to insure 
their early enactment: for the 
President is said to feel that 
both are of paramount impor- 
tance. 


The Revenue Legislation now 
embodied in a non-partisan mea- 
sure drafted by the Ways and 
Means’ committee will be rush- 
ed through’ the house before 
Christmas, according to leaders 
of both parties. 
|. The President regards legts- 
lation to meet the coal emer- 
gency as_no less vital than tax 
revision to the nation. With coal 
stocks dwindling. and prices 
soaring, the President wishes to 
have full authority to act if a 
crisis comes. 

Recommendation of the coal 
commission tO meet suuch em- 
ergencies were sent to the last 
Congress by the President, but 
no action was taken. The ad- 
ministration measure undoubted- 
ly will be based on the sugges- 
tions outlined in that report. 

While a vigorous fight will 


_be made in the Senate to re- 


write the house tax bill, federal 
taxpayers are fully assured of a 
cut all along the line, all party 
leaders agree. 

Secretary Mellon's demand for 
a cut from 40 to 30 percent 
as the maximum surtaxes paid 
on large incomes, is certain of 
enactment. ‘ 
| There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the committee’s pro- 
gram for reducing the rates on 
moderate incomes will eventual- 
ly become law. The plan will 
relieve 1,000,000 taxpayers of a 
federal levy. 

Beginning at 1 1-2 percent on 
taxable incomes of $4,000, the 
normal rate increases to 3 per- 
cent. on the next $4,000 and 5 
percent thereafter. 

‘ For the first time in a cen- 
tury the Republicans and Dem-=- 
Ocrats in the House are a unit 
on a revenue .measure and by 
presenting a solid front the 
leaders of both parties expect 
to restore the prestige of the 
lower body as the revenue rais- 
ing branch of. Congress and 
force the Senate to accept their 
bill or take the responsibility 
for defeating tax reduction, 

While these two measures are 
being disposed of On the floors 
of Congress, a host of other 
important problems will be 
crowding for attention. 

The deplorable condition of 
America’s air defense, which has 
stirred the nation since the rev- 
elations made by Col. William 
Mitchell, will be given a thor- 
ough airing, when the army 
and navy appropriation bills are 
considered in both Houses. 

The shipping board, a thorn 
in the side of the administra- 
tion for the last year, is due 
for a raking fore and aft. The 
President is expected to recom- 
mend the abolition of the pres- 
ent board and the establishment 
of an agency that is directly 
responsible to the executive. 

‘ Railroad .consOlidation will be 
pressed. Farm relief legisla- 
tion will again come to the fore. 
The form both these measures 
will take is still. to be deter- 
mined. | ' 

Congress must once more 
wrestle with the problem of 
disposing of Muscle Shoals.

Mary Teisera Seven Year Old 
Daughter of William Teisera 
Is Fatally Wounded 


DIES IN LOCAL HOSPITAL 


C.K. Nelson Seu Frances Con- |: 
tractor was Driving Car 


Which Struck Child 


Injuries resulting in her death 
were ‘sustained at 4:30 o'clock} 
yesterday afternoon by little Mary | 
Teisera, 7-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Teisera of 
San Pablo, when shew as struck 
and run over by a touring car 
driven by C. K. Nelson, gener&l 
contractor, residing at 3080 Wash- 
ington street. San Francisco. The 
accident occurred on Alvarado 
street, between the San _ Pablo 
creek ‘bridge and Church lane. 

The child was put in Nelson’s 
machine and rushed to a _ local 
hospital in an unconscious con- 
dition. She died about an hour 
after the accident. 

Dr. Deininger Keser was the at- 
tending physician. 

According to a report made to 
Constable M. G. Moitoza, of San 
Pablo, who followed the car into 
Richmond, Nelsom, a¢companied by 
A. W. Cornelius, 625 Market street, 
San Francisco, were’ returning 
trom Martinez where they had at- 
tended to some business. 

They were driving on Alvarado 
street at a rate of about 15 miles 
per hour, Nelson said when the 
girl rushed across the street in 
front of the machine in an effort 
to retrieve a ball. Nelson declar- 
ed that he threw on the brakes, 
blew the horn and swerved en- 
tirely. off the paved highway and 
into the shallow ditch at the side 
but too late to avoid striking the 
child. The automobile stopped 
within two car lengths, police re- 
ports say, but the girl was run 
over and crushed by the heavy 
machine. 

Following the child’s death Moi- 
toza took Nelson back to San 
Pablo where he ‘appeared before 
Justice of the Peace L. F. Grover, 
of that city. Grover later released 
the contractor on his own re- 
‘cognizance. Moitoza intimated that 
the case was an accident and 
probably no charge will be lodged 
against the driver of the automo- 


bile. 
The remains are at the Curry 
undertaking parlors. No date for 


the funeral has yet been fixed.
